England. Perry had fairly roused his au­ 
dience tith e pile Ii of enthusiasm, when he 
straightened hi® up to hi* full height, 
pointed to his coat, and with a presump­ 
tuous air said, “Here is a suit of broadcloth, 
the like of which any workingman should 
wear on Sunday, but the tariff won't let 
him, aud how mach do you suppose this 
suit cost in England? $12.” There was pause 
for a moment, when a tatter present whose 
intelligence and common sense would not 
permit himself to be duped by any such 
argument, asked the speaker in a loud 
voice, “But how much did the tailor get 
for making the suit?” The effect was 
electrical. The workingmen saw the point, 
and tremendous cheering follow ed.

WASHBURN S LOSS. 
We publish to-day pretty full accounts 
ol the terrible flooring mill catastrophe 
which occurred at^Mtnneapolls, list even­ 
ing at seven o'clock. The boiler in cue ol 
ex-Goveroor Washburn a mills exploded, 
which shook the city from center to cir­ 
cumference. In a rn anicut after tho acct 
dent, the huge mill took fire, and ii wa* not 
long before both ot the Governor’s mills 
were ta flames. Tho fire spread rapidly 
and £the group of fl luring mills were 
entirely enveloped lo flames, live of them 
and one planing mill being totally destroy­ 
ed. The Washburn mill was built in 1370* 
and wa* the largest flouring mill in Atncr 
ica, and with the exception of one in 
Fraace, was the largest and the completest 
mill in the world. 
It cost eyer $200,000 
"and contained 42 run of stones. His iosur* 
ance on buildings and stock is $217,000. 
The cause of the explosion is not known. 
The loss of life Is estimated variously. The 
first report placed it at 75, the next *10, and 
the latest makes it not more than 20.

Pensions from dropping any pensioner 
from the rolls on ex parte statements of 
Special Agents, and requiring that pension­ 
ers shall be heard in their own defense. 
The attempt of the Committee to reduce 
the salaries of the Examiners in the Patent 
Office was defeated. Lathrop, of Illinois, 
made a very earnest but unsuccessful effort 
to secure an appropriation of $75,000 
for abstracts, Indexes, and other mat­ 
ters essential to the success of the patent 
system. He showed that the Patent Office 
is self-sustaining. and|has a surplus reve­ 
nue of $1,300,000 In the Treasury, yet the 
Democracy, in the name of reform, and 
upon the false pretense that they are reliev­ 
ing taxpayers, were seeking to cripple the 
Patent-Office, and to plunder a fund con­ 
tributed by the inventors themselves for 
their own benefit.

Lumber Mark ct—That the late heavy rains 
have raised the water in the streams of Michigan, 
very considerably la an undeniable fact, and this 
has certainly helped to depreee prices for cargoes 
elnce the favorable lodging reports from Menom­ 
inee, Chippewa Falls and elsewhere were re­ 
ceived. It is believed, however, that these state­ 
ments have been misapprehended by some dealers 
not filly cognizant of the true state of affairs, as 
an impression appears to have gained ground la 
some quarters that there is to bd a big lumber 
supply this season, after all the rumors of a ser­ 
ious shortage. The true state of the situation, 
according to entirely reliable authority is some­ 
what between the two extreme statements ot 
those who predict a lumber famine, and the other 
extremists who confidently assert that the supply 
ie to be a liberal one. The present chances are 
that the supply will be just abont equal to actual 
requirements, as there is a certainty of a shortage 
in the Mississippi river country, and Chicago will 
be called on to help make good the deficit la that 
section of the country. The highest amount ever 
cat in the Mississippi region was abont 1,175,000,- 
000 feet, while the present outlook is that the 
amount of lamber cut this season wili not exceed 
900.000.000 feet. The Ssglnaw jlimber regions 
have cal 600,009,000 feet. and will not secure over 
300.000.000 feet, it is thought, and it is believed 
that the Green Bay and Lake Huron deficit wili 
foot up 250,000,0uo feet. Any quantity of logs 
were cut tbat will not reach the streams this 
season, notwithstanding the efforts pat lorward 
In many sections, and hence a rise in 
the 
streams has no effect on the millions of logs that 
are destined to count tor nothing this year, at 
least. 
A Black River Falls letter, dated April 27, con­ 
tains the following: “ Water about three feet 
now; tall eighteen inches; had a run of CO,OOO,OOO 
to 60,C-0,OOO; no driving water on upper tributa­ 
ries; logs about stopped running; weather dry 
(Or last four days: don't know much abont Chip­ 
pewa; Mississippi loo low to rail very fast, but 
rising a little.' 
A Muskegon letter of tho same day says; “ We 
have had plenty of water for ordinary logs; the 
rains have stopped tracking almost entirely; 
pole roads are a partial failure; stocks will not 
vary much from our last report."

The following extract, on wool, is from the New 
York Ballelln: 
“ The situation of manulactnr* 
era, who oontinhe to find a stupid, unsatisfactory 
market for their product, must be credited with 
a large share of unfavorable intlnencus, but there 
is no doubt the uncertainty respecting the tariff 
eaters to some extent into the composition of ad ­ 
verse circumstances under which wool is labor­ 
ing, and this must continue to drag until the ac­ 
tios of congress settles the question. The bulk 
of the supplies here continue available, and own­ 
ers have easy views on value, especially In cases 
where disappointment has arisen over the recent 
visits of easterners, who have taken much less 
than expected, even making all allowances for 
the condition of trade. As a dealer explained the 
situation, It woald appear that, ii a manufacturer 
came Into the wool market immediately alter ar­ 
rival, there was a possibility of inducing him to 
take a little stock, but if a visit to the goods mar­ 
ket to see how things were getting along” was 
first in order, that pretty effectually killed the 
chance for disposing of any wool. The principal 
movement here during the week has been in tall 
Texas wools, bat the rates were extremely low, 
and holders quite willing to mage easy terms to 
desirable customers. It is reported here that 
some of the large manufacturing concerns have 
been sweeping the Boston markets of all the 
fleeces within reach st 40 cents or under.

REMINISCENCES OF LINCOLN. 


townie o f the fetorioa J e s s e B ak er, or 
C r a n e C r e e k , T e ll* . 
A writer in the Havana, (111.) Democrat 
of the !D>b, give? the following reminis­ 
cences, which will awaken in m*u3T of our 
“grey-beards' (ex-President Lincoln a old 
friends and neighbors) memories of the 
long, long ago. 
Toe writer says 
“ flaying been informed that Mr. Jesie 
Baker, ct Crane Creek, lived near Old 
Salem, ,when our assassinated i’residegt 
‘kept store’ in that ancient burg, I pflgrim- 
aled to Uncle Jesse's commodious residence, 
tome weeks ago, aud found a rich mine of 
historical wealth. After slating my errand, 
the venerable octogenarian cast his eyes 
on a large portrait of Abraham Lincoln, 
which decorated the pallor, and proceeded 
to relate, among others, the following: 
When Lincoln first came to Salem, tbe 
people didn’t like him very well, for he 
was a terrible uncouth youngster, but they 
got to like him mighty smart shortly al­ 
ler. 
He was the honestest storekeeper 
they ever had on the Sangamon. 
He was 
agreat fellow to j^ke, and was eternally 
studying some book. 
My father and a 
couple other old settlers, made- up some 
money to buy some law books for him. 
I 
often bet with young Lincoln on horse 
races and turkey shootings, but whenever 
he lost, I tillered him the money, but he 
•ald: “No no, Jes*e, you won the money 
honestly, and I don’t take it back.” 
Lin­ 
coln was a great iriend of tbe Rutledge 
family. 
Ile look a great liking to Anole 
and she never kept company with any­ 
body else. 
Abe arni 
her 
were 
eo- 
engaged to be married, but she died, and 
Lincoln took it so much to heart that we 
thought he would go crazy. 
He wrote 
mournful verses lrom Burns’ poems with 
chalk on the knees, and hummed sad 
songs for a lone while. 
He finally married 
Mary Todd, tor whose father 
I run a 
whisky distillery for some time. 
Mary 
Todd was a nice girl, but she couldn't boid 
a candle lo A uh Rutledge. 
I helped Lin­ 
coln survey some land on Claiver. 
That 
stream used to be called ’Little Macki­ 
naw,’ amli I named it Quiver, because it 
was so quivering 
While Lincoln sur­ 
veyed some government lands in Masoa 
county, a constable levied on his compass 
and other im-truments for debt and he 
would have sold or taken 'em along, it I 
hadn’t advanced money enough to kill the 
debt. Abe paid me back the money as soon 
as he had it. The first plea that he made 
was tor me, and it was in the Salem store. 
Some ct us lively .follows had been on a 
spree to Springfield, when I set one fel­ 
low’s new coat on fire. 
He had mc ar­ 
rested aud tried, but Lincoln cleared me, 
and tbe burul coat fellow had to pay the 
drinks for tbe crowd. 
“After listening to Mr. Baker a few 
hours. I thankfully departed, atter he in­ 
formed me in a comic way. that he was the 
oldest man and tbe biggest snake killer in 
Mason County, and that he has slaughtered 
cartloads of wolves"
